Justice Brewer of the United States Supreme Court does not 


compromise with the crime of lynching. He says “every man 


who participates in the lynching or burning of a negro is a 
murderer, pure and simple.” 

Why confine the designation to those who lynch negroes? It 
is applicable to all who take the law in their own hands to 
slay persons charged with crime. 

Justice Brewer finds hope of an abatement of the crime of

But a cessation of such crimes can only be brought about 
by the force of public opinion applied to specific cases. There 
must be public condemnation of lynechers and a public demand
